what information you require xai or why you need it. 

Another awkward problem is that Breton has not read your books 
and has not heard of you. I loaned him my 0. i n H.O. , which I had 

with me, and said I would send him the others. I would like to give 

him soon* new copies to keep for himself or to pass to Havana, but 1 
want to keep my own, for they have marginal notes, is soon as possible 
please send me the Bell editions of WW and WWII, and the Canyon 0. in 
N.O., 1*11 send you the cost ss soon“is I receive the books. I t IT"

I hope Havana comes through with what you want. Sven if they are 
not able to get the info that you want, perhaps they will offer help 
anyway and you can ask about others. IT.g. , it would be fascinating^ to 
know what went on, between Castro and JIHE in the' months before the 
assassination— I am thinking chiefly of the report that the late 
Lisa Howard was acting as an intermediary between them. 

All we can do now is sit tight and wait for word from Breton whether 
Havana will co-operate. I hope so. If they send stuff written in Spanish 
I have a friend who dan translate it if necessary. However, unless I ' 
hear otherwise from you, if I get material from them, I shall send it 
as is.

I'll have more to say about Dawnay later when I get more time to 
write. He is convinced that there were two Sneyds in London and that 
they both were arrested on June 8. He describes his evidence as "iron 
clad", but so far all that X have seen is superficial— not necessarily 
false , but not definite either. Sven so , I am strongly inclined to 
believe that he is right — that there were two arrests. Svidence in 
press stories that I have seen borders on proof of this; Bawnay says 
he has definite S3baa±f evidence that he will send me. He is afraid 
that his mail is being watched ana possibly intercepted, but I have seen 
no inaication of that on my end. Still, if he is right, they will want 

to uo a hell of a lot worse thaA read his mail. And I do think that 
he is right.
